The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Allowance of 
claims 1-10 is indicated because after further reconsideration, applicant's amendment 
and reply is persuasive and the examiner's position is that the prior art of record does 
not show or fairly suggest, without teaching away, a plasma generating electrode 
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comprising a majority of the unit electrodes being held sandwiched by a pair of the 
holding members, respectively, at the at least one end face, where outer most edges of 
both the holding members and an outer most edge of the unit electrode together form a 
substantially planar outer edge of the plasma generating electrode with the unit 
electrode being defined by a distance "a" and thickness "c", as recited in the claims, 
with the relationship "(c/2) < a < 5c" in combination with other elements as recited in 
independent claim 1 dependent claims thereof.
